CANADA AND THE EMPIRE. 

- — The threats of war recently made by 
‘the United States and Germany in re- 
gard to raatters in which neither had 
ever. a remote matérial interest, have 
rudely awakened the British people 
from a dream of universal and perpetual 
peace—accompanied by British commer- 
cial aggrandizement—in which a great 
part of them have indulged for many 
years. That they received the second 
warning and thereby became thorough- 
ly awakened has been the best thing 
ever happened, for they now realize 


their position, as being not one of com-. 


plete security as they had believed, 
but of imminent danger. Desiring to 
live at peace with ali men, and feeling 
themselves more than a match for any 
single nation, they saw nothing to fear. 


Now they know that their desire for 


peace has been taken universally for cow- 
ardice, that their non-interference with 
their neighbors, affairs will not ward off 
interference by their neighbors in 
theirs; and that at any moment they 
may be called upon to face not a single 
power, but the world in arms. And 
after all there is nothing strange 
that it should be so. Britain’s empire 
has growa so great and is so sp:ead 
over the world that it necessarily jost- 
les the possessions of every other great 
power;the more so because the tendency 
is continually towards further expan- 
sion. If there are any important 
countries which have ro boundary dis- 
puse with Bri:ain they are still subject 
io the aggression of British commerce. 
As Britain’s hand is against that of 
every other nation in colonizing and 
in commerce, -what is more natural than 
that other nations feeling themselves 
worsted in the arts of peace should be 
ready to try those of war—on the 
occurence of a favorable opportunity. 
But Britain and Britain’s empire and 
commerce is not only a standing griev 
ance to every other great power; it is 
a standing temptation. Could Britain 
be. worsted in fight, what booty would 
fall to the victors! What valuable de- 
pendencies to be apportioned, what 
vast ransoms to be paid, what cities to 
sack! There is to-day in England the 
greatest aggregation of wealth that ever 
was in the world. What a price it 
would be toanother Conqueror! Nu 
matter how great an empire may be 
built up and no matter how just the 
principles by which it is governed in 
its internal and external relations, un- 
less its material greatness can in the 
last resort be backed up by the military 
prowess of its people, it is only a house 
of cards—a standing invitation to 
everyone to come and krock it down. 
Fortunately for the advancement of 
civilization and the good of the world, 
although the British empire as it exists 
to-day is the result of commercial 
rather than of military achievement, 
Britait has ever been ready to hold by 
the sword what she won by the plow, 
and as.the events of the past few weeks 
have shown was never more ready, and 
never better prepared, to do so than at 
the present moment. 

In case of war Baitain’s greatest 
danger would be her colonies and de- 
pendencies, and of the colonies Canada 
is the greatest danger. Indeed it can 
only be considered as Britain’s weakest 
ard perhaps must vital spot. Lying 
alongside a numerous, wealthy and 
powerful nation, which avowedly looks 
upon Canada’s separate existence as a 
menace to its commercial and political 
supremacy, Britain has time and 
again yielded to demands made by the 
United States which would never have 
been listened to were if noi for the 
dangerous position cf Canada. As the 
dernands were almost universally upon. 
some interest of Canada this country 
has been the chief loser by reason of 
her position as a bone of conteation. be- 
tween the two great powers. It is 
time that Canada in her own interest 


dee as well as in that of the amtpire placed 


herself in such a position as to be a 
strength rather than a weakness to the 
empire, and a menace 1atber than a 
temptation to the United States. Only 
in that case can we reasonably expect 
our rights to be maintained to their 
full extent by the fuii strength of the 
Britis. empire. We pride ourselves on 
our commerc al aggressiveness. Put as 
in the cese of the Empire so in that of 
the colony, commercial aggression 
means the arousing of antagonism and 
the possible making of quarrels. Canada 
should therefore be ready to take her 
own part as a worthy member of the 
British empire, at least in her own 
quarrels. By putting herself in that 
position she will be treated with great- 
;er consideration by - both friends 
and foes. Canadaas< citadel of British 
power would hold a very different 
position, both in the eyes of Britain 
and the United States, from Canada as 
a meré something to be bought or sold, 
or to be held by which ever happened 
for the time to be the stronger. The 
British empire has grown so great that 
its dependencies--and Canada more 
than any other dependency—must be 
prepared to play their several parts in 
the game, otherwise the empire has 
become too unwieldly to stand suc- 
cessfully a combined attack such as 
wes in prospect only a week ago; and 
my yet beceme a fact.

SIR CHARLES TUPPER. 

Now that the prospective premier- 
ship of Sir Charles Tupper has been 
practically announced, it becomes a 
matter of interest to every Canadian as 
to what manner of man this new ruler 
is to be. What has he done in the 
past, so that we may judge of what he 
is likely to do in the future? He isan 
old man and he has been in public life 
for a long time. It will be for his 
friends and supporters to show what 
he has done to justify placing in his 
hands the destinies of the Dominion. 
As the price of his party services in 
the past he holds the office of high com- 
missioner’ of Canada in England, at a 
salary of some $40,000, equal, or al- 
most equal, to that of the governor- 
general of the Dominion. Canada is 
not so rich that if can atiord to pay such 
a large pension for even the most 
valuable party services, unless fair 
service to the country accompanies it. 
The services supposed to be rendered 
Canada by Sir Charles Tupper in Eng- 
land were the promotion of a desirable 
immigration to Canada and the protec- 
tion and advancement of Canada’s im- 
portant trade interests in England. That 
there is room for valuable services in 
these particulars is undoubted, but that 
such services have been rendered re- 
mains to be skowa. The reign of Sir 
Charles Tupper in London has seen the 
turning of British emigration almost 
entirely from Canada, and its direction 
te other end more distant fields; has 
seen the greatest possible restrictio:. 
put upon the Canadian cattle trade by 
compelling the slaughter of Canadian 
cattle on arrival at British ports; and 
has seen a like restriction placed, or 
about to be placed,upon the sheep trade. 
if Sir Charles were the heaven born 
genius that his admirers assert he could 
surely have done something in these 
matters ; and if his knowledge and skill 
and diplomacy, and the fact of his hay- 
ing the Canadian cabinet at his back, 
were not equal to the task, wherein lies 
the assurance that he can manage the 
premiership of the country any more to 
the country’s advantage? Another 
matter in which he took a very pre- 
minent part was the Anglo-French 
treaty which affected Canada so adver- 
sely that the government led by Sir 
John Thompson, of which Foster was 
a member, refused to ratify it, and in 
fact held back the proper and neces- 
sary ratification of parliament for a 
year. Possibly Mr. Foster's apprecia-

Amongst other pecularities of the 
adwministratioa «{ the affairs of the de- 
partment of the interior is the importa- 
tion of foreigners who appear to be 
destitute on the2r arrival here, and who 
have to be maintained by the depart 
ment during the present winter. In 
view of the present plethoric state of 
the supply of laborers, it is a very 
serious error to ring people here who 
cannot by any porsibility prove self- 
supporting for at least two years unless 
the demand tr laborers increase’ 
enormous]7.. The situation reveals the 
fact that the destitute foreign popula- 
tion of Europe are brought here at 
merely nominai rates of passage and on 
their arrival are supported at the public 
expense, while the Canadian farmer re- 
siding in the eastern provinces, who is 
generally prepared to bring with him 
the necessary outfit for farming, one of 
whom, ae a pioneer, being worth half a 
dozen foreigners, does nct receive the 
slightest inducement in the way of re- 
ductiun in passenger or freight rates to 
Alberta. This is indeed a »emarkably 
peculiir policy, The American imm- 
grant who never coniributed a cent to 
the cost of the C. P. R. can travel for 
just half the fare charged to the 
Canadian who has paid heavily for the 
construction of the road over which he 
rides. The same remark applies to 
freight rates. While we are so un- 
fortunzte as to possess a mere figure 
head as our representative at Ottawa 


such as Mr. Davis, and a failure of such | 


collossal proportions as Mr. Daly as 
minister of the interior, we ean hope 
for no alleviation of the present con- 
ditions; nor can we forget the apathy 
exhibited by our legislators in Regina 
relating to immigration matters. 

Thousands of the best farmers in the 
world, as Ontario farmers undoubtedly 
are, are eager to come west, but have 
not the means to bring with them their 
outfit, without which they could not 
come; but being true Canadians they are 
denied any privilege of reduced rates. 
Such is the dictum of the C. P. R. 
divested of all departmental humbug. 
We have already a great many strug- 
gling settlers who came here mostly from 
the United States in 94 and ’95, very 
few of whom are possessed any means 
whatever What we want now is to 
attract a class of settlers who will con- 
centrate the volume of production, 
which in the near future wili undoubt- 
edly vastly exceed the demand. Our 
country has now reached a stage when 
stagnation is imminent unless steps are 
taken to provide its deveiopment by 
those whose duty it should be to care- 
fully conserve the immature though 
rapidly increasing sources of production 
in the country. - Our legislators appear 
to be devout believers in the theory of 
evolution, but the average man dues 
not have time to wait for such a slow 
process, and anxiously looks to the 
powers that be to apply the necessary 
stimulation.
